energy, and also the small towns in 
the vicinity of Calgary, if plans now 
being considered by eastern interests 
are carried out. These plans are be- 
ing develcped in connection with the 
Calgary Power Company’s present 
plant at Kananaskis. and would pro- 
vide for an auxillary. plant to be erect- 
ed on the river which runs from Lake 
Minnewanka to the Bow River-in the 
Rockies. Engineers have been in the 
district for the past two months study- 
ing the situation. No definite con- 
clusions have been reached as yet. 


The proposed new extension would 
cost in the neighborhod of a million 
and a half dollars. It woulg be locat- 
ed about midway on the small river 
which discharges from Lake Minne- 
wanka into the Bow River, and the 
tentative plans as worked out by the 
company’s engineers provide for a 
plant developing from 8,000 to 10,000 
horse power during the winter 
months. . 


At the. present time, the two big 
hydro-electric plants of the Calgary 
Power Company, situated at the Kan- 
anaskis Falls on the Bow River, have 
a capacity of 31,000 Installed horse 
power. It will be seen, therefore, 
that the proposed extension plant, 
just below Lake Minnewanka, would 
provide nearly thirty per cent. total 
additional hydro-electric power.

TEMPORARY TEETH—WHEN 
THEY ARE ABSCESSED

If you had a pet rattlesnake around 
the house it might not do you any 
harm, but of course you could not 
reach an agreement upon that subject 
with the limited brain power of the 
snake and so you would be taking a 
big chance that the armistice: would 
be broken. 

Your child could have ow or even 
several temporary teeth 
with no apparent injury to his general 
| health, but what assurance have you 
that the “apaprently harmless collec 
tion of pus is not poisoning the child? 

When the abscess really strikes and 
becomes acute, then there is no ques- 
tion about the damage it does, 

Then abscesses may not only cause 
rheumatism and heart inflammations, 
but the eyes and kidneys and any or 
‘all of the bodily structures may be at- 
tacked. 

When a temporafy tooth abscess 
burrows down the inside of the jaw 
and gets behind one of the protective 
j walls of fibrous materlat that separ- 
ates the layers of muscle in the neck, 
} called the cervical fascias, a very 
{serious infection develops which is 
| frequently fatal. ‘ 

In order to save the life of the child 
a very delicate operation must be per- 
| formed, and that quickly. Don’t take 
chances with abscesses of the tem- 
porary teeth. They are not only-very 
dangerous, but the abscessed teeth 
beeseonay be used and the good teeth 
are not allowed to do their work be- 
foes one tender spot in the mouth 
‘will interfere with chewing. 

Of course, the best plan to avoid ab- 
seesses of the baby teeth is to take 
care of children’s teeth from the day 
they appear. 

This is the easy method and it is 
also the safe, sure method, There- 
| tore, it is the common sense method. 
Begin at the beginning. Later may 
be too late.

WHO IS GETTING THE PROFIT?. 


Editor, The Review: 

I noticed in an editorial of The Can- 
adian Countryman, the editor advocat- 
ed that labor got too big wages, - and 
high freight rates were due to the high 
wages being apid to railway. employes, 
Further, labor took another toll] from 
farmers in in reasing the cost of the 
manufacture of various articles which 
the farmer Were. 

. But any thinking person should 
know. that it’s not labor that causes the 
bad conditions the farmers are in at 
the present time. When labor got big- 
ed wages during the war, I think they 
'had & good reason to do so in order to 
meet the higher cost of living—they 
were not better off. What did the 
manufacturers do? They raised the; 
price on the articles they sold—not on- 
ly the difference they had to pay out 
in wages but a great deal more than 
that—so they would be sure of a still 
bigger profit, than they had before,

The Federal Elections 


It is a commonplace in all election campaigns for speakers to de- 
clare that that particular clection contest is the most vitally. im- 
portant one ever held in the history of the country. © .To some ex- 
tent, perhaps, such a statement is correct, because, as time passes and 
a country grows in population and wealth, coupled with the onward 
march of education, science and invention, nationel issues and prob- 
Jems become greater and more complex, atid naturally more is at 
stake in reaching a right or wrong decision than was the case in 
years past when we lived in other and less strenuous times. 

In one respect at least such a declaration this year has a weight 
and meaning that ordinarily does not attach to it. . Usually the 
people of Canada are given an opportunity. of passing judgment upon 
the men who administer their domestic affairs, and recording their 
verdict on domestic questions, every four or five years. It is, how- 
ever, ten years since the people of this Dominion had an opportunity 
to make their, wishes known in regard to policies, having a ‘direct 
bearing on questions of domestic concern. 

In the last general clection in Canada domestic questions were 
not up for consideration, and they played but a small part with the 
electors in the marking-of ithe ballots. . The issue in 1917 was a 
war issue. It occupied the minds ‘and hearts of the people to the 
exclusion of everything else. It eliminated old party lines and 
broke party allegiences extending over generations. ‘Tariffs, finan- 
cial administration, domestic problems of all kinds, were thrown, 
temporarily at least, into. the discard. . The issue in the minds of 
the people, practically to. the exclusion of everything else, was 
whether the Military Service Act should stand or fall. 

Thousands of Conservatives. who in 1917 voted for Liberals and 
Liberal-Unionists,.and thousands~of Liberals who voted for Con- 
servatives and. Conservative-Unionists, and in so doing sunk all 
party views, confidently expected that, as soon as the war was over, 
they would be given an early opportunity to express their views on 
purely domestic questions. ‘Three years have passed since the 
signing of the Armistice, and the long waited-opportunity has now 
come. For the first time since the Reciprocity election of 1911, the 
people of Canada will, on December 6th next, declare their will in 
regard to matters of policy and administration affecting purely do- 
mestic affairs. No quéstion of wat, or Empire, or foreign policy is 
involved in the present contest... The issue can be decided with an 
eye and mind single to the individual voters conception of what is 
best for Canada in a purely domestic ‘sense. 

During the decade that has clapsed many things have transpired 
which cannot have failed to broaden the vision of the people of Can- 
ada. The war itself, and the after-effects of that great struggle, 
have left an indelible mark. In 1911 men only enjoyed the right ot 
the franchise; on December 6 women will go to the polls and cast 
their ballots on a basis of full equality .in citizenship with men. 
eaviare vitally affecting the material welfare of the Dominion are 

0 be decided, but there has arisen a new conception of the duty of 
government towards the social and moral well-being of the people 
who in themselves constitute the nation. 

In 1911 doubts were cast, unjustly so, on the loyalty of many 
Canadians over what was, after all, solely a domestic question. 
But the war settled all doubts as to the loyalty of the people of this 
Dominion. ‘They proved themselves Canadian and British both in 
the East and the West. “The war settled the loyalty cry forever, 


thereby rendering a great service to this country, and any man who/ rated 


tries to rescurrect it will prove himself a traitot to Canada and a 
mighty poor politician. 

For these reasons alone it is well within the bounds of truth to 
say that the approaching election day is a most momentous one in 
the history of the country, and probably the most important since 
the dawn of Confederation. It presents an opportunity for the exer- 
cise of good citizenship for which all Canadians have been eagerly 
waiting. Old hard and fast party lines have been shattered, 

. whether for good or ill time alone can tell. New ideas in govern- 
mental forms and methods are prevalent; the franchise has been 
broadened to its utmost. limits; new party, leaders are directing 
affairs; a new national conscience has been awakened. . 

J It, therefore, behooves every man and every woman not only to 
exercise the right of their great national birthright—the marking of 
a free ballot—but to perform that act only after the most careful 
study of national problems and with intelligence and an eye single 
fo the welfare of Canada. The. popularity or personality of the in- 

: dividual candidate is one thing, but the voter cannot wisely be guid- 
; ed by that alone; he or she must take a bigger, broader look ahead 

: and consider opposing policies in the light of present-day conditions 
and needs and the prospective requirements of the Dominion, Old

So many women have been asking 
me what to do to help their kiddies 
get ahead in the serious business of 
going to school, and most every let- 
ter asks just what to give the kiddie 


to eat for luncheon or dinner. Per 
sonally, I am opposed to any child 
carrying a cold luncheon: to school 
every day of _his school life. . It 
should be the business of’ every 
mother to do all she can to help her 
child obtain a warm luncheon. Best 
of all, prepare the luncheon for the 
child yourself. 

Since the time allowed 
luncheon in many schools is short, 
the mother slfould see to it that the 
luncheon is ready for the child to eat 
just -as soon as he arrives. It is 
cruel to make a child run errands on 
his all too short lunch hour, 

For the guidance of mothers, let 
us be guided by the annual report of 
the School Lunch Committee of the 
Home and School League, Philadel- 
phia. 

Where expense must. be carefully 
considered, the following outline 
may be used as a guide: : 
|. Monday.—Hot baked beans, roll 
with butter, cocoa or milk, and 
sweet crackers or ice cream. 
Tuesday.—Vegetable soup, — roll 
ith butter, junket, milk or cocoa. 
Wednesday.—Creamed beef on 
toast, roll with butter, sweet crack- 
ers and milk. 

Thursday.—Macaroni with tomato 
Sauce, graham bread and butter 
sandwich, dates, cocoa. 

Friday.—Creamed salmon, rye 
bread and butter, sweet crackers, 
‘milk: 

Where expense is not to be so care- 
fully considered, foods all suitable for 
school children may be selected from 
such dishes as soup—tomato, green 
|pea, split pea, white or black bean. 

The soups are very inexpensive 
when made from the dry peas or 
beans which are soaked over night. 

Het dishes, such as spaghetti with 
tomato.sauce, mashed potato with 
green peas, baked beans, corn pud- 
ding, a meat stew or a hot roast beef 
sandwich. ‘ 

Passing through a city meat market 
the other day I saw lamb for stew- 
ing for eight cents a pound. A pound 
of this stewed with onion and carrot 
and potato or rice and a little tomato 
would make a delicious dish for the 
noonday lunch, hy ; 

Salads.—Such as potato, egg, fruit 
or green vegetable, might find a place 
in the child’s luncheon. 

Fruits.—As apples, bananas, stew- 
ed dried fruits, raisins. 

Drinks.—-Milk or cocoa or cereal 
coffee made with all milk may all be 
used freely. 

Desserts.—Piain cake or wafers, 
or sweet crackers, ice cream, char- 
lotte russe, simple baked pudding of 
rice or other cereal or baked egg cus- 
tard, ot sweet chocolate are all allow- 
able. 

Older folks who must eat out would 
do well to consider such dishes as 
those suggested when ordering a mid- 
day meal at the restaurant, The 
foods are nourishing, palatable and 
easily digested, allowing the brain to 
do its work better during the after- 
noon than if such dishes as roast pork 
or fried oysters and mince ple ana 
strong coffee are taken. 

The midday luncheon should be 
planned. for, making allowance for 
leftovers on hand. It should, be 
shopped for carefully so that nothing 
shall be forgotten, One hot dish, 
some sort of bread and butter and a 
simple dessert should be found on the 
luncheon table of even our poorest 
children. And if you have been feed- 
ing the kiddie a cold luncheon, try 
giving him a hot one and watch him 
improve. ,

Japanese Invented Folding Fan 

The ordinary folding fan was in- 
vented in Japan in the seventh cen- 
tury by a native artist, who derived

In 1919 the total number of 
‘cattle for the “period was 145,164 
while this year it is only 72,616. These 
Tigures have no reference to calves at 
all, and taking a conservative average 
price for the two periods the decrease 
in value amounts to $9,071,560. 

At present there is only a slight de- 
mand for the stockers and feeders and 
earlier in the year they could not be 
sold at $2.00 and $3.00 per 100 pounds, 
In 1919 there was a‘good demand fo 
this class of animals, and prices were 
high.

It has been officially announced that 
British government officials and rep- 
resentatives of Dail Eireann have 
reached an agreement in oonnection 
with the long drawn out Irish question. 

The British cabinet at its meeting 
unanimously approved the draft agvee- 
ment with the Sinn Fein and congratu- 
lated Mr. Lloyd George and the mein- 
bers of the delegation in the Irish 
conference on the success of the nego- 
tiations, 

King George telegraphed Mr. Lloyd 
Geo ge the royal congratulations. on 
the reaching of the Irish agreement. 

Article three of the agreement pro- 
vides that “a representative of - the 
cyown in Ireland shall be appointed in 
like manner as the governor general of 
Canada and in aucordance with the 
practice observed in making such ap- 
pointments,” 

According to the terms of the agrcee- 
ment Ireland is to be granted much the 
same privileges as are enjoy‘d by 
Vanada and other British Dominions.
